Another Man Wounded. 


Near Hawk Point, Mo.— 
Murderer Waits in 
Ambush, Writes Note, 
Takes Poison.

HAWK POINT, Mo., June 27— 
An attractive red-haired divorcee 
and one of her two escorts were 
shot to death near here early yes- 
terday by her former fiance, who 
killed himself by swallowing 

son. 

The dead are: 

Mrs, Florence Zumwalt, 32 
years old, who owned a farm 
near Hawk Point, 60 miles 
northwest of St. Louis. : 

Henry F. Grober, 20, of High 
Hill, Mo. 

George Hammonds, 50, Olney, 
Mo., a bachelor who had been 
engaged to Mrs. Zumwalt about 
a year ago. 

Seriously wounded in the shoot- 
ing was William Mordt, 31, of 
Hawk Point, who lost his right 
eye and three fingers of the right 
hand. He was to undergo an op- 
eration this afternoon at 
Joseph's Hospital in St. Charles. 

Leaves Explanatory Note. 

Hammonds, a garage operator, 
left a note signed “Unlucky 
George” which said he loved Mrs. 
Zumwalt and was “going to settle 
the account.” After the shooting 
he wrote: “Don’t ever do this. I 

shot all 3, now myself. 1:20 Sun- 
day morning.” 

Lincoln County Sheriff Porter 
Crouse, who described the shoot- 
ing as the result of a “one-sided 
love affair,” reconstructed the 
events as follows: 

Mrs. Zumwalt, escorted by Mordt 
and Grober, was returning from 
a homecoming celebration at War- 
renton, Mo., 10 miles south of here. 
Hammonds lay in wait for them, 
parking his automobile in che yard 
of the Palmer one-room school- 
house at the intersection of a 
country road and a lane leading 
to Mrs. Zumwalt’s farm. 


Waiting Bothers Him. 

While waiting he started a two- 
page note, recording the time as 
10:30 p.m. “I may have to wait 
here for hours,” he wrote, “but 
T’ll be here if I don’t die before 
they come.” After stating his in- 
tention to “settle things” he wrote: 
“My nerves are getting worse. 
Wish they would hurry and get 
it over. This is terrible...” 

Mrs. Zumwalt’s brother, Wilbur, 
who recently had moved here 
from Iowa to live with his sister, 
told police a light was flashe 
into hi: automobile as he drove 
past the schoolhouse. Mordat’s 
two-door sedan drew up a short 
while later. As the machine 
slowed for a sharp turn in the 
narrow lane, a bright light was 
flashed through the window, ap- 
parently from a spotlight on Ham- 
monds’s automobile. 

Hammonds fired three shots 
from a 12gauge automatic shot- 
gun at the three persons in the 
front seat. Grober, who was on 
the right, and Mrs. Zumwalt, 
seated in the middle, were shot 
in the head as the blasts smashed 
the windshield and made two holes 
in the right front window. 

Although bleeding profusely, 
Mordt was able to drive to Mrs. 
Zumwalt’s farm and summon Mrs. 
Zumwalt’s brother, who notified 
authorities at Troy, eight miles 
away. 

Swallows Poison. 

After the shooting Hammonds 
apparently returned to his auto- 
mobile, completed the note he had 
been writing and _ swallowed 
poison. His body was found near 
the machine. A loaded rifle 
and a bottle that had contained 
a pinkish fluid were in the auto-

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
About a million landlords may be 
preparing to ask for rent ceiling 
increases under the 1949 rent con- 
trol act. Housing Expediter Tighe 
E. Woods reported today that his 
agency’s offices have handed out 
that many application blanks. 

This disclosure followed Wood's 
announcement yesterday that he 
has issued four new orders which 
may bring higher rents to addi- 
tional landlords, so long as they 
give tenants new services or im- 
provements. 

The new rules give local rent 
directors wide leeway to grant in- 
creases to owners who spend 
money on remodeling, decorating 
and the installation of new fur- 
naces, furniture or other equip- 
ment. 

Predicting that this might en- 


courage a spurt of activity in the 
building and building materials 
fields, Woods told a reporter: 

“If only $100 were spent on each 
of the 14,000,000 dwellings now un- 
der rent ceilings, landlords would 
be putting $1,400,000,000 worth of 
new jobs and sales into the. econ- 
omy.” 

Rises Not Required by Law. 

The liberalized instructions, not 
previously announced here but by 
now a part of each local expe- 
diter’s operating manual, were not 
required by the new law, Woods 
explained—“but Congress gave me 
the impression that this was what 
it wanted.” : 

The rent hikes will reflect the 
rise in costs of labor and materials 
since 1942, when rents were frozen.

15 AUTOMOBILES 
DAMAGED IN $7000 
GARAGE BLAZE 


Fire Starts When Gasoline 
Being Unloaded Is Spilled 
and Ignited. 


Fire swept through the Rose- 
Del Garage, 6131 Delmar boule- 
vard, today when gasoline being 
transferred from a truck to an 
underground storage tank over- 
flowed on the garage floor and 
ignited. Damage to 15 
automobiles and the building was 
estimated by Deputy Battalion 
Chief John W. Grotpeter at $7000. 
Joseph Cenatiempo, owner of the 
garage, thought the loss would 
amount to about $25,000. 

John Frieze, driver for the Mil- 
ton Oil Co., said he had trans- 
ferred about 150 gallons of gaso- 
line to the underground tank when 
the vent became clogged in some 
unknown manner and the fuel 
spilled on the floor. He said he 
did not kn-w what caused the 
gasoline to ‘catch fire. 

“T ran for an extinguisher but 
when I saw I would be unable to 
stop the flames from spreading, I 
got in the truck and drove it out 
of the building,” Frieze said. “The 
truck still had about 1200 gallons 
in it.’ Cenatiempo ran out as soon 
as the fire started and summoned 
firemen. The building is a one- 
story brick. 

Cenatiempo told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had no insurance on 
nine automobiles which were in 
the garage for’repairs but that 
six new automobiles stored there 
by the Wright Motor Co., which 
has a showroom adjoining the 
garage, were insured. The six 
new cars were damaged by smoke.

PRAGUE, June 27 (AP) — The 
Roman Catholic Church accused 
the Communist Government of 
Czechoslovakia yesterday of de- 
ceit, fraud, kidnaping and robbery 
in what it called the fight for 
“extermination of the Church of 
Christ.” It told its communicants 
their “hour of trial” may be at 
hand. 

A pastoral letter, signed by 
Archbishop Josef Beran of 
Prague, Archbishop Josef Natocha 
of Olomouc, and the c y’s 
bishops, declared that, undér the 
circumstances, no church-state 
agreement was possible. 

“We desire an agreement, not a 
dittate,” said the 4000-word letter 
read by priests in churches 
throughout the country to con- 
gregations of Czechoslovakia’s 
9,000,000 Catholics. 

Prelate Stays in Palace. 

Archbishop Beran did not leave 
his police-guarded palace to read 
the letter in person at St. Vitus’s 
Cathedral. He left the pulpit there 
last week after Communist heck-

Although the letter was issued 
over the prelate’s signature, it 
was obviously not printed ‘in his 
palace, where printing equipment 
has been seized by the police.

Today, Catholic sources charged 
that Communists have seized vir- 
tually all church administrative 
offices, in Czechoslovakia and ar- 
rested priests who resisted.

Vatican Sources Report 1500 

Priests Arrested or Missing. 

VATICAN CITY, June 27 (UP) 
—Vatican sources said today more 
than 1500 Catholic priests have 
been arrested or disappeared in 
Soviet-dominated eastern Europe 
since the end of World War II. 

They said an undetermined num- 
ber of priests had been executed. 
The rest, they said, had. been im- 
prisoned or deported, or had just 
disappeared. A spokesman said 
the. Church had been stripped of 
most of its authority in Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Albania, Poland, 
Romania, Yugoslavia and the Bal- 
tie states. 

“The exact number of Catholic 
priests: who have been deported, 
jailed or killed in eastern Europe 
cannot be known under present 
conditions” he said. “But 1500 
would be a conservative figure 
based on actual reports received. 
We fear the figure may réally be 
higher.” .

DIVISION HEAD 


B. E. Ragland Appointed 
After Legislature, Re- 
moves Clause Requir- 
ing That Chief Must 
Be an Expert.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 27— 
B. E. Ragland of Lexington, who 
has been handling applicants for 
state jobs in Gov. Forrest Smith's 
office, was appointed today by the 


Governor to the office of Director 
of the State Division of Mental 
Diseases. The director has charge 
of the five state hospitals for 
mental cases and two schools for 
the mentally defective. The salary 
is $7500 a year. 

Until a few weeks ago the state 
law regarding these institutions 
required that the director should 
be a person “recognized for knowl- 
edge of mental diseases, and care 
and treatment thereof.” This re- 
quirement was removed in a Dill 
passed. by the present Legislature 
and signed by Gov. Smith. 

Not a Physician. 

Ragland is not a physician. He 
was formerly Circuit Clerk of La- 
fayette county for 12 years, and 
was for six years chief clerk un- 
der Auditor, now Governor, Smith. 
Since the Governor took office, he 
has been at the job-screening desk. 
He bears the nickname of “Squire.” 

He was involved in the charge 
made by Republican legislators 
about six weeks ago, that he and 
Gov. Smith violated the non- 
political employment law by 
screening provisional appointees 
to state positions, to determine 
their politics. 

Gov. Smith said today that the 
duties of the director of mental 
diseases are largely of a business 
character, and that Ragland’s job 
wil] be that of a business man- 
ager. 

Dr. Orr T. Mullinax, who was 
director under Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly’s administration, will return 
to the superintendency of State 
Hospital No. 2 at St. Joseph, 
which he held previously. Gov 
Smith quoted Donnelly as saying 
that Dr. Mullinax had _ been 
drafted for the directorship, and 
would like to return to the St. 
Joseph post. The salary there is 
$6000 a year. 

The institutions under the di- 
rector’s authority are State Hos- 
pital No. 1 at Fulton; No. 2, St. 
Joseph; No. 3, Nevada; No. 4, 
Farmington; St. Louis State Hos- 
pital; and State Schools for the 
Mentally Defective, Marshall and 
St. Louis. 


TWO PARKING CASES 
DROPPED DUE TO 
OFFICIAL MISTAKES 


Prosecution of motorists, whose 
automobiles were tagged by police 
for illegal parking, began in 
police court today without cerious 
results to the two alleged parking 
violators on the day’s docket. 

Both cases were dismissed by 
Provisional Judge Frank Bledsoe 
when it developed that one case 
should have been called last Tues- 


day, while the tag in the second 
case listed the wrong parking site. 

The motorists whose cases were 
dismissed today were Joseph 
Wanko, 2843 Lemp avenue, and 
Charles Luntz, 6678 Washington 
avenue, University City.

WAITKUS EXPECTED 
TO LEAVE HOSPITAL 
ON WEDNESDAY 


CHICAGO, June 27 (UP)—First 
Baseman Eddie Waitkus of the 
Philadelphia Phillies probably will 
leave the hospital Wednesday, the 
day before he testifies against 19- 
year-old, Ruth Steirihagen, the 
love-sick girl who shot him. 

E. M. Kenny, supervisor of Illi- 
nois Masonic Hospital, said Wait- 
kus hadvanother pint of blood re- 
moved from his chest cavity Sat- 
uday. Waitkus is in good condition 
and able to walk, but he probably 
will not be able to play ball until 
next year. 

Kenny, said the .22-caliber slug 
fired into Waitkus by Miss Stein- 
hagen on June 14 probably would 
not be removed before Waitkus 
leaves the hospital. It may never 
be removed if it shows no tendency 
to shift toward a vital organ when 
Waitkus plays ball. 

Waitkus has been subpenaed to 
testify Thursday in felony court 
against Miss Steinhagen, who is 
charged with assault with intent 
to commit murder. He probably 
will stay at a hotel until her trial 
ends and he can return to his Mas- 
sachusetts home to recuperate. 

Miss Steinhagen is still under- 
going mental tests which indicate 
that she is the victim of a split 
personality. Her “bad side,” psy- 
chiatrists said, apparently drove 
her to try to kill Waitkus out of a 
guilt complex built up from child- 
hood associations, 


BERLIN RAIL UNION 
HEEDS WARNING, 
ORDERS MEN END 
STRIKE TOMORAUW 


Workers in Five- Week 


Tie-up Win Demand for 
Pay in West Marks, 
Also Promise Against 
Retaliation.

BERLIN, June 27 (AP)—The 
five-week railway strike which 
has blockaded Berlin almost as ef- 
fectively as did the Russians is 
scheduled to end tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The executive board of the anti- 
Communist railway union (UGO) 
bowed to the orders of the West- 
ern Allies yesterday and ordered 
members back to work on the So- 
viet-controlled railways Tuesday. 

The British, American and 
French commanders in Berlin had 
warned that if the strike were not 


called off by Tuesday, the west 
Berlin city government would quit 


relief payments to the strikers. 
They said the strike could no 


seriously damaging Berlin eco- 
nomically, was blocking the Paris 
four-power agreement to revive 


east-west trade, and was laying a 

big burden on the Western pow- 

ers in maintaining the air lift. 
Two Demands Won. 

Strikers won two of their three 
major demands. . 

All salaries will be paid in west 
marks. Since this currency has 
a purchasing power four times as 
great as the Soviet-sponsored east 
mark, railway strikers have won 
one of the greatest wage in- 
creases in industrial history. The 
railway management will convert 
60 per cent of each employe’s east 
mark salary into west marks; the 
west Berlin city government will 
exchange the other 40 per cent. 

The Russian-controlled railway 
management also has given assur- 
ances there will be no retaliation 
against strikers, 

The workers’ third demand— 
recognition of the UGO as offi- 
cial bargaining agent—was denied. 

Nevertheless, ‘ success of the 
strike has been such that the 
UGO, which began it with 3000 
members, now has 14,000. 

The strike, which began without 
Western Allied objection two days 
before the opentng of the Paris 
Big Four foréign ministers’ con- 
ference, cost two lives and mahy 
casualties in riots. Economic 
losses are estimated at 20,000,000 
west marks ($6,000,000). 

The strike stopped all elevated 
} trains in west Berlin, movement 
of trains from west Germany to 
Berlin, and much traffic routed 
from the west to the Soviet zone. 

The British-licensed newspaper 
Telegraf said the railroad ‘ will 
make test runs tomorrow morning 
and plans to have sérvice operat- 
ing normally by night. Interzonal 
train service is expected to be re- 
sumed by Wednesday. 

Deputies Meet Tomorrow. 

Today the Allies announced that 
four-power talks on Germany will 
be revived tomorrow afternoon. 
The meeting of the four. depufy 
military governors will be held in 
the Allied Control Authority build- 
ing, virtually deserted for a year. 
The deputies used to be called a 
co-ordinating committee and did 
the spadework for their superiors, 
the military governors. 

They last met on March 17, 1948. 
Their new conference was called 
to carry out the will of the Big 
Four foreign ministers that talks 
should be begun to forge at least 
“a way of life’ for Germany and 
Berlin, even though major dis- 
agreements on policy in the di- 
vided city and nation still exist. 

Informed sources said tomor-

STOCKHOLM, June 27 (INS)— 
A Polish engineer said last night 
that Russian secret police broke 
up the romance o* a Russian film 
writer and a daughter of Premier 
Joseph Stalin. 

He is Antoni Ekart who de- 
scribed the romance in a book 
titled “Direct From Moscow.” 

The romance, he said, involved 
Sventlaha Josefovna, Stalin’s tall 
brunette daughter, and Alexei 
Kapler, who was a former war 
correspondent for Pravda. 

Ekart said he met Kapler in a 
Russian concentration camp. 
Ekart, who was released from a 
Russian labor camp after the war, 
said Kapler told him he first met 
Sventlaha at a Kremlin reception. 

Kapler was quoted as saying 
that he and Stalin’s daughter 
wrote each other regularly and 
then he was arrested unexpected- 
ly. The charge was “anti-Soviet 
propaganda.” | 

Ekart said Kapler, whose film 
‘“Lenin” won high honors, was 
sentenced to 10 years imprison- 
ment and that he never saw or 
heard of Stalin’s daughter again.

6-to-3 Opinion in Specific 
Colorado Case—Unani- 
mous Decision Against 
Introduction in U.S. 
Tribunals. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (UP)—- 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that evidence obtained by illegal 
search or seizure may be intro- 
duced as evidence against a de- 
fendant in state or local trials. 

Such evidence, however, cannot 
be admitted in federal courts. 

The tribunal made a ringing 
declaration reaffirming the con- 
stitutional guarantees of citizens 
against “unreasonable” search and 
seizure by all authorities—local, 
state or federal, On that score, it 
Was unanimous. 

6-to-3 Split on Case. 

But when it got down to the 
specific case at hand, the tribunal 
split 6 to 3 in favor of permitting 
illegally-seized evidence to be in- 
troduced at state or local trials. 

The case was that of Julius A. 
Wolf, Denver doctor found guilty 
as a conspirator in two abortion 
cases, His private record books, 
lying on top of a table and a book- 
case, were seized by police who 
went to his office and arrested 
him without a warrant. The court 
majority upheld his conviction, 
holding that Colorado had a right 
to use this evidence against him. 

All states have included in their 
own Constitutions the Fourth 
Amendment’s guarantees against. 
“unreasonable” search or seizure, ; 
But 30 states, including Colorado, 
admit evitience which has been 
seized illegally. 

Justice Frankfurter delivered 
the majority opinion for himself, 
Chief Justice Vinson, Justices 
Reed, Jackson and Burton. Justice 
Black concurred with the major- 
ity in a separate opinion. Jus- 
tices Douglas, Murphy, and Rut- 
ledge dissented.

For the court, Frankfurter said: 

“The security of one’s privacy 
against arbitrary intrusion by the 
police—which is at the core of the 
Fourth Amendment—is basic to a 
free society. 

“It is implicit in ‘the concept of 
or ordered liberty,’ and as such en- 
forceable against the states ... 

“The knock at the door, whether 
by day or by night, as a prelude 
to a search, without authority of 
law but solely on the authority of 
the police, did not need the com- 
mentary of recent history to be 
condemned as inconsistent with 
the conception of human rights 
enshrined in the history and the 
basic constitutional documents of 
English-speaking peoples.” 

But, Frankfurter added: “We 
hold that in a prosecution in a 
state court for a state crime the 
Fourth Amendment does not for- 
bid the admission of evidence ob- 
tained by an unreasonable search 
and seizure.” 

Ruling in Another Case. 

In another decision bearing on 
Seizure and search, the court by 
a 5-to-4 vote reversed the United 
States District Court conviction of 
Emil Lustig, who was found guilty 
of counterfeiting after his arrest 
in Camden, N.J., in 1946. The 
court ruled that a federal agent 
helped local officers in an illegal 
search that turned up evidence 
used in Lustig’s prosecution. 

Federal courts are not per- 
mitted to admit evidence obtained 
by federal officers in an une 
authorized search. In the past, 
they have been allowed, how- 
ever, to accept evidence turned 
up by state officers without 
proper warrant. 

The court sidestepped the ques- 
tion whether, in the future, fed- 
eral courts still will be permitted 
to accept such evidence. Justices 
Murphy, Douglas and Rutledge 
would have voted now to exclude 
such state evidence. 

Lustig had been given an eight- 
year jail term on the counterfeit 
charges. He appealed after the 
third United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals affirmed the convic- 
tion in the United States District 
Court for New Jersey. 


Reports Missouri Won’t Admit 
Illegally-Seized Evidence. 

James W. Connor, first assist- 
ant circuit attorney, said today 
that Missouri would not be in- 
cluded in anv list of states admit- 
ting evidence which had been 
seized illegally by state officers, 
However, in St. Louis, under spe- 
cial provision giving authority to 
the Police Department, policemen 
May make an arrest on reason- 
able grounds and may then seize 
items of evidence, though lacking 
a search warrant. The question 
whether they acted on reasonable 
ground may be raised by a defend- 
ant, and this sometimes prevents 
successful prosecution of policy 
and other gambling cases.

ARGENTINA SIGNS 
THAT U.S. OPPOSED 


England to Supply Bulk 
of Other Nation’s Im- 
ports, Get Meat and 
Cereals in Return. 


BUENOS AIRES, June 27 (AP) 
— Britain and Argentina today 
Signed a five-year trade agree- 
ment to which the United States 
had objected. 

The ceremony was held in the 
presence of President Juan D. 
Peron, his wife and a group of 
high officials in Government 
House. British Ambassador, Sir 
John Balfour, and four ministers 
who form the Argentine National 


Economic Council signed the 
Spanish and English copies. The 
ceremony, broadcast over the 
Argentine network, required two 
minutes. 

Under the agreement, Britain 
will supply the bulk of Argen- 
tina’s imports. These would range 
from much needed oil and coal to 
automobiles and whisky. In re- 
turn, Britain would get from Ar- 
gentina an estimated 300,000 tons 
of meat plus cereals and other 
items. 

The pact provides that Britain 
will spend a minimum of £129,- 
000,000 ($516,000,000) annually for 
Argentine products and Argen- 
tina a minimum of £121,535,000 
($486,140,000) for British products. 

American business men believe 
the pact will cut off one of their 
important South American mar- 
kets. The United States contended 
the pact violates the spirit of free 
competitive international trade. 
However, top American officials 
said there was no question of cut- 
ting off Marshall plan aid to 
Britain.

FREE UNIONS VOTE 
AT GENEVA TO SET 
UP WORLD GROUP 


Formal Meeting to Be 
Held Before Nov. 30— 
New Body Directly Op- 
posed to W.F.T.U. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, June 27 
(AP) — Representatives of free . 
trade union voted yesterday to es- 
tablish an international organiza- 
tion directly opposed to the Com- 
munist-dominated World Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions (WFTU). 

Their representatives, fighting 
Communism in the trade union 
movement, decided to set up their 
own organization before the erid 
of November. They elected a 14- 
member committee to draft a con- 
stitution and prepare the first for- 
mal meeting of the organization 
between Nov. 10 and 30. 

The delegates to the prepara- 
tory meeting here represented 
42,000,000 trade union members, 
including the AFL and CIO. Be- 
fore the final vote was taken, 
representatives of the General 
Federation of Labor of Argentina 
had withdrawn in protest against 
the seating of Jacinto Oddone, 
representing a rival Argentine 
group. 

Arthur Deakin, representing “the 
British Trades Union Congress, 
warned the delegates that none 
must seek domination of the new 
organization. 

“There must be no power poli- 
tics,” he said. “We have got rid 
of partners in the WFTU who 
were seeking to dominate. We are 
not looking for others.” 

The conference chagged tts pre- 
|paratory committee with four 
|tasks: Drafting a constitution, 
enunciating the principles ex- 
pressed at the congress, submit- 
ting the draft constitution to the 
world’s bona fide trade union or- 
ganization defining those eligible 
for membership, and convening of 
a constitutional convention.

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that it is hard to imagine a re- 
conciliation within many years. 

Conversations with a number of 
union leaders make one thing 
clear: If the labor-hated injunc- 
tion remains law, AFL and CIO 
leaders will put a large share of 
the blame on Lewis, who heads 
the United Mine Workers. They 
say his stand against what they 
consider unavoidable compromises 
in the labor bill has hurt efforts 
to get the Taft-Hartley law re- 
pealed. 

Effect on Calendar. 

Lucas said the fate of new labor 
legislation will be decided by the 
three Senate votes. He added that 
the outcome may well affect the 
entire legislative calendar for the 
rest of this session. 

The votes are expected tomorrow. 
The first will come on the amend- 
ment introduced by Senator Spes- 
gard L. Holland (Dem.), Florida, 
to allow 60-day injunctions, with- 
out seizure, against strikes endan- 
gering national health and safety. 
The second, by Lucas, would pro- 
vide seizure power only. The 
third, sponsored by Taft, calls for 
both seizure and the injunction. 

Close votes were forecast on all 
three, with eight or nine “doubt- 
ful” Senators holding the balance 
of power. 

Senator Ralph E. Flanders 
(Rep.), Vermont, said he planned 
to vote against the first two pro- 
posals and for the Taft amend- 
ment because he believes the in- 
junction and seizure plan would 
“hold the balance even” between 
labor and management. 

He said the Taft amendment 
contains “two fighting words”’— 
the injunction being fought by la- 
bor, and seizure power being 
fought by management. Flanders 
feels that those powers in the 
Taft amendment are “circum- 
scribed so much as to take the 
sting out for both sides.” 

As a showdown neared, a group 
of left-wing CIO leaders accused 
President Truman and the Demo- 
cratic party of a “scandalous be- 
trayal” of their election pledge to 
repeal the Taft-Hartley Jaw. 

In a statement issued here, they 
criticized Administration - backed 
amendments to the repeal bill as 
“vicious” and “anti-labor.” They 
assailed top AFL and CIO leaders 
for their “cowardly retreat” in ac- 
cepting the compromise proposals. 

One-Day Strike Urged. 


The CIO group called for a na- 
tion-wide labor crusade to seek 
restoration of the Wagner Act of 
1985, and urged a one-day national 
ldbor strike to back demands for 
outright repeal .f Taft-Hartles. 

Signers of the statement includ- 
ed Grant Oakes, United Farm 
Equipment and Metal ‘Workers of 
America; Abram Flaxer, ‘United 
Public Workers; Ben Gold, Inter- 
national Fur and Leather Workers 
Union, and others. 

New Farm BiiL 

The House Agriculture Commit- 
tee got its new farm bill whipped 
into shape today, but failed to vote 
on it because one member objected 
that the measure has not been in- 
troduced formally in the House. 
It would repeal the Republican 
Aiken law, scheduled to go into 
effect next January, provide gen- 
erally higher price supports on 
1950 crops and permit a limited 
trial run on the Administration's 
plan of direct subsidies to farmers. 

The House Interstate Commerce 
Committee approved a bill to re- 
quire the fur coat industry to call 
rabbit and skunk fur by their right 
names. Those furs now are sold 
under many names—none of them 
rabbit or skunk.

The royal 
question dates back to 1940, when 
the King surrendered his army to 
the Germans and remained in the 
occupied country against the ad- 
vice of his ministers, who fled to 
England and formed a government 
in exile. 


His opponents claimed the King 
showed no sympathy for the under- 
ground forces resisting the Ger- 
mans. After the liberation in 1944, 
Parliament elected Leopold’s broth- 
er, Prince Charles, as regent. Par- 
liament voted that the King could 
not return without its permission. 
Prince Charles probably will call 
on Auguste de Schryver, as presi- 
dent of the Social Christian party, 
to have the first try at forming a 
new government.

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today threw 
out the perjury conviction of 
Harold R. Christoffel, former Mil- 
waukee labor leader. 

Christoffel was convicted in 
United States District Court here 
on a charge that he falsely told 
the House Labor Comittee he had 
never been a Communist or had 


any Communist connections. He 
was sentenced to two to six years 
in prison. 

The Court ruled 5 to 4 today 
that the Government in such a 
prosecution must be able to show 
positively that a quorum of the 
House committee was present 
when Christoffel allegedly com- 
mitted perjury. 

Justice Murphy delivered the 
majority decision. He was joined 
by Justices Black, Frankfurter, 
Douglas and Rutledge. 

Justice Jackson wrote a dissent, 
joined by Chief Justice Vinson 
and by Justices Reed and Burton. 

In another case involving Com- 
munism the court agreed to re- 
view the conviction of Eugene 
Dennis, general secretary of the 
Communist party in the United 
States, for contempt of Congress. 
Dennis was convicted of disobey- 
ing a subpena calling on him to 
testify before the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities. 
He was sentenced to a year’s im- 
prisonment and fined $1000, but 
was released in $10,000 bond pend- 
ing outcome of his appeal. The 
Supreme Court limited its review 
to the question whether Govern- 
ment employes could properly 
serve on the jury which tried 


him. 
Ap Contention. 

Christoffel’s appeal contended a 
majority of the 25-member House 
committee was not present when 
he testified March 1, 1947. There- 
fore he insisted he could not have 
committed perjury within the 
meaning of District of Columbia 


law. 

Christoffel formerly was presi- 
dent of Local 248 of the CIO 
United Auto Workers at the Allis- 
Chalmers Manufacturing Co. plant 
in West Allis, Wis., a Milwaukee 
suburb, 

He appealed to the Supreme 
Court after the United States 
Court of Appeals here unanimously 
upheld his conviction. 

(The United Press pointed out 
that the decision means Chris- 
toffel, who has been free on $1000 
bond, will be permanently freed 
of the charge unless the Govern- 
ment can figure out some basis 
for bringing him to trial again. 
Circumstances of the case made 
this appear doubtful.) 

Murphy for the court majority 
gaid: 

“we have no doubt that if a 
member of the committee had 
raised the point of no quorum and 
a count had revealed the presence 
of less than a majority, proceed- 
ings would have been suspended 
until the deficiency should be sup- 

lied. 

. “In a criminal case affecting the 
rights of one not a member, the 
occasion of (this) trial is an ap- 
propriate one for petitioner (Chris- 
toffel) to raise the question.” 

Murphy said Congress has power 
to decide what tribunal is compe- 
tent to “exact testimony and the 
conditions that establish its com- 
petency to do so.” 

Heart of the Case. 

“The heart of this case,” Murphy 
added, “is that by the charge that 
was given it, the jury (which tried 
Christoffel) was allowed to assume 
that the conditions of competency 
were satisfied even though the 
basis in fact was not established, 
and in the face of a possible find- 
ing that the facts contradicted the 
assumption.” 

Murphy’s opinion was to the 
effect that the issue of a commit- 
tee quorum should have been put 
to the jury to decide. 

In his dissent, Jackson said he, 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justices 
Reed and Burton felt that the 
majority “is denying to the rec- 
ords of the Congress, and its com- 
mittees, the credit and effect to 
which they are entitled, quite con- 
trary to all recognized parlia- 
mentary rules, our previous de- 
cisions, and the Constitution it- 
self.” 

In another case, the tourt held 

- that it is legal for federal agents 
to search an automobile for con- 
traband when there is probable 
cause to stop the car in the first 
place. It so ruled in upholding 
the conviction of Virgil T. Brine- 
gar for bootlegging. He was found 
guilty of illegally hauling liquor 
from Joplin, Mo., to Oklahoma. 

Justice Rutledge delivered the 
6-to-3 decision, He was joined by 
Chief Justice Vinson, and Jus- 
tices Black, Douglas and Reed. 
Justice Burton concurred in a 
separate opinion. Justice Jackson 
dissented in an opinion joined by 
Justices Frankfurter and Mur- 


phy. 


Rulings. 
In its final decision day before 
summer vacation, the court also: 

Reversed the conviction of 
Robert A. Watts, Negro sen- 
tenced to death for murder dur- 
ing the attempted rape of a 
white woman in Indianapolis. It 
held, 6 to 3, that a confession 
introduced at Watt’s trial was 
obtained by police coercion. Jus- 
tice Frankfurter delivered the 
decision. Chief Justice Vinson 
and Justices Reed and Burton 
dissented. 

Reversed the conviction of a 
25-year-old Aiken (S.C.) Negro 
on the ground that his confession 
to the murder of a white man 
was illegally admitted at his 
trial. The 5-to-4 ruling was in the 
case of L. D. Harris, sentenced 
to death for the murder of Ed- 
ward L. Bennett. Mrs: Bennett 
was killed att he same time.

Those turned over to him were 
drawn on the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco and bore 
the serial number L16676344B. 

Agents at Kansas City reported 
at that time that at least 12 of the 
counterfeits had been turned over 
to them. Like those confiscated 
here, they were of fair workman- 
ship, Krill said, but the green ink 
on the back was somewhat off 
color.

CHICAGO, June 27 (UP)—The 
charms of Sigmund Engel, master 
love swindler, failed in court to- 


day, and he was held to the grand 
jury under $50,000 bond after a 


red-haired victim denounced him 
as cold-blooded. 

Engel, 73 years old, who has 
fleeced 50 or more gullible women 
out of an estimated $2,000,000 in 
the last 40 years, was arraigned 
before Judge Matthew D. Hartigan 
on a charge of having swindled 
Mrs. Reseda Corrigan, 39-year-old 
Chicago widow, of $8700. 

Hartigan boosted Engel’s bond 
from a previous $10,000 after 


State’s Attorney John S. Boyle, 
handling the prosecution person- 
ally, denounced Engle as “an in- 


‘ternational swindler.” 

Hartigan continued until July 14 
Engel’s hearing on a New York 
fugitive warrant charging that he 
bilked Miss Pauline Langton of 
New York of $50,000 in jewelry 
after marrying her. 

Engel had returned $5400 to Mrs. 
Corrigan over the weekend, and 
had believed the charge against 
him was “cleaned up.” One of her 
daughters had brought a basket 
of fruit to him at the police sta- 
tion. Confident his charms still 
were working, he entered court 
with a smile. But Mrs. Corrigan, 
who had chatted breezily with him 
at the police station and thanked 
him for returning some of her 
money, had changed her tone, 


“He is a vicious, cold-blooded 
calculating man and should be 
prosecuted,” she said. The State’s 
Attorney’s office said that, if she 
had failed to prosecute, she could 
be charged with compounding a 
felony.

The majority of the repatriates | 
are in their late twenties, None 
has seen Japan for at least five 
years and some have been awa 
for more than 10 years.

Accord With State Desired. 
We also, the guardians of the 

truths and of the Lord, consider a 
sincere and just agreement with 
the state to be of no small im- 
portance. We cannot be indiffer- 
ent as to whether our circum- 
stances be favorabie to the devel- 
opment of the Christian life or 
not. For, after all, the hindrances 
which today stand in the way of 
Christian thought in civilization 
and in everyday practical life are 
known. 

We know well how many rights 
you have been deprived of, just 
as you are acquainted with the 
adversities which the church has 
had to go through lately. 

We have always been aware of 
the burden of responsibility for 
the saving of your souls before 
God. We have always endeavored 
and we still endeavor today, even 
if only with small hopes of suc- 
cess, to defend and insure the 
sacred rights of you Christians 
as free citizens of the state, as is 
naturally demanded by God's 
order. 

To these humanitarian and 
commonly-recognized rights of 
man belong not only the free- 
dom of pfivately-held religious 
convictions and the freedom to 
execute religious rites, but also 
the free realization of the prin- 
ciples of this faith as the norm 
of life of individuals and society 
—and this without fear of los- 
ing personal freedom, civic 
equality and the endangering of 
the rights of existence. 

For the realization and insuring 
of this religious freedom for 

Catholics it is the Church’s con- 
ception, by the ordinance of God, 
that these further conditions are 
necessary prerequisites: The rec- 
ognition of the authority of the 
* Holy Father as the highest visible 
head of the Church and recogni- 
tion and respect for the authority 
of his bishops. 

The non-recognition of this fun- 
damental principle means that 
the Catholic Church as Christ 
wanted it is not recognized and 
that every action taken apart and 
against the will of the bishops, 
connected with the Roman Pope, 
disturbs the Church’s basic struc- 
ture, disrupts its*unity and neces- 
sarily leads to its destruction. 

Other Basic Conditions. 

Further basic conditions for the 
recognition of the rights and free- 
dom of the Church, stemming 
from natural law, are: 

1, for the sovereign 
right of parents over the educa- 
tion of their children. That 
means education in school and 
also outside school. 

2. Recognition of the family 
as a sacred tie, and the rights 
and duties stemming from this. 

3. The right of the faithful to 
assembly in free congregations 
and tions.

gazette of the Catholic clergy, 
which is not church indorsement 
and is edited against the will of 
the hierarchy. Although this so- 
called gazette is intended for Cath- 
Olic priests, it is directed by non- 
Catholics in an anti-church spirit 
and attempts to govern directly 
by state organs affairs which are 
wholly ecclesiastical and thereby 
attempts to exclude the bishops 
from practicing their rights. 

Every Catholic book which is 
to be published—even prayer 
books—is subjected to prelim- 
inary state censorship. 

State plenipotentiaries are 
planted in Catholic publishing 
houses. An interdiction of as- 
sembly and schooling of Cath- 
olics outside churches was edited 
under the threat of prosecution. 

Even the fate of church build- 
ings, as was demonstrated by the 
forced inventory of ritual ob- 
jects and sacred vessels, is, it 
seems, insecure. 

The Church is deprived of the 
last remnants of its property. 
Not even the minimum laid 
down by the law is respected. 
In many cases the paying of the 
state stipend of priests was 
stopped. 

Church schoois practically no 
longer exist and the fate of the 
few remaining is painfully inse- 
cure, which causes suffering to 
pupils and parents. Pressure was 
even brought to bear upon the 
parents to take their children out 
of church schools, and this under 
a direct threat of consequences.

| was asked to make an inquiry but 


up to now no satisfactory answer 
has been forthcoming. 

The latest conference of bishops 
in Prague was disturbed by se- 
curity organs. 

At the same time the Prague 
consistory was occupied by State 
officers and the archbishop’s resi- 
dence put under secret police sur- 
veillance, so that the freedom of 
the chairman of the bishops’ con- 
ference was totally restricted. 

These restrictions represent 
extreme breaches of constitu- 
tional freedoms and many of the 
still-existent laws. 

On the whole it can be said 
that outside the church any re- 
ligious activity is impossible and 
many fear to visit churches lest 
they be accused: of reaction and 
fear the loss of their means of 
existence. 

It is a certainty that by these 
measures conditions are created 
which are not only in defiance of 
the rights of God but are also 
opposed to the natural and com- 
monly-recognized rights of man. 

Judge for yourselves, dear 
Catholics, after ascertaining these 
facts whether the state was in 
any way harmed by the Church 
or whether just the opposite is 
true. 

Church and Agreement. 

After all, the whole affair of 
an agreement between Church 
and state would actually have 
been a rather simple matter if it 
had not been for the fact that 
the state first harmed the Church 
and deprives it of the majority 
of its rights.

So although your statement may have 
merit for those patriotic nationalists who 
are willing to kill, steal, etc., in order 
to guarantee the survival of a nation’s 
sovereignty, it can not be considered 
valid by those who regard sovereign na- 
tions as no longer useful. As long as 
the primary concern of nations is un- 
considered, unprincipled self-interest, 
the crime of treason as regarded from 
a world-standpoint is about as bad as 
switching teams in a sandlot baseball 
game.

Ambulance Service for Animals 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The question is frequently asked, 
“Why will the Humane Society of Mis- 
souri render special services to stray 
animals and deny these same services 
when requested by owners for their 
pets?” 

It is quite generally known that the 
Humane Society of Missouri maintains 
field services 24 hours a day (two ambu- 
lances and an investigator during the 
daytime hours, and one ambulance at 
night, Sundays and holidays) to serve 
the animal population of this community. 
The direct cost of maintaining this field 
service during the past year was a trifle 
less. than $15,000. 

It is obvious that these facilities are 
not adequate to render ambulance serv- 
ice to and from the hospitai for all of 
the 100,000 animals in this area which 
from time to time require veterinary at- 
tention. To do this would require funds 
far in excess of what could be expected 
of our generous friends whose support 
makes our work possible. 

Our ambulance service to animals re- 
quiring treatment must therefore be lim- 
ited to the animal whose owner is not at 
hand to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for its care. This necessary limi- 
tation does on occasion work a hardship 
in. individual cases. We attempt to eval- 
uate each call made upon us for service. 
During a year more than 45,000 animals 
are handled by our organization. We are 
not infallible. Mistakes are made by us, 
as with any other operation involving 
human judgment. 

Our friends may have the assurance, 
however, that the entire organization is 
conscientiously striving to serve to the 
best of its ability.

The Kansas City Pattern 


Is Kansas City being pulled back into the pat- 
tern of the Pendergast days? Is Missouri? 

There are disturbing signs of an effort in that 
direction. Perhaps most disturbing is the re- 
turn of Thomas J. Higgins, chief of detectives 
during Kansas City’s wildest era, to the police 
force with the unprecedented rank of superin- 
tendent. 

That leaves Higgins responsible only to the 
police board recently reorganized by Gov. For- 
rest Smith, and particularly to the board’s new 
chairman, J. L. “Tuck” Milligan who, as Smith’s 
campaign manager in Jackson County, worked 
closely with Charles Binaggio, the Capone repre- 
‘sentative and North Side boss who already is 
throwing his weight around in Jefferson City. 

Certainly, it throws a deep shadow across the 
authority of Police Chief Henry W. Johnson. 
Some members of the force already are won- 
dering whether they should pay more attention 
to him or to their political precinct captains. An 
apparent reluctance to make arrests is reflected 
in a growing list of unsolved major crimes. 

As a matter of fact, Milligan, a former Con- 


explain HigginX appointment. Whether the man’s 
record as chief*of detectives justifies this is 


“another matter. That record includes indictment 


for perjury by a fedental grand jury in connection 
with the Union Station “massacre.” Higgins 
was the type of detective who relied heavily on 
underworld stool-piggons. And there were plen- 


The other Police Board member who stands 
firmly behind the Higgins appointment is Sher- 
idan Farrell, a former City Council member who 
split away from the present Pendergast organi- 
zation to help Binaggio and his associates pile 
up votes for Smith in the gubernatorial election. 

Farrell is said to be working hard for the ap- 
pointment of Raymond Edlund, banker to John- 
ny Lazia and other gangsters, as a member of 
the Kansas City election board. Edlund also is 
a political associate of Binaggio. And Milligan 
supported him in his successful campaign for 
treasurer of the Democratic State Committee. 

So the pattern shapes up. Strictly speaking, 
Binaggio still is only a neighborhood boss. But 
he strengthened his position greatly by resting 
control of the “deliverable” river wards from 
Jim Pendergast, nephew of old Boss Tom. And 
his boldness in Jefferson City shows that he is 
reaching out for more power. With friendly as- 
sociates on the Police Board and on the Election 
Board, that power certainly would be within 
rather easy reach. 

But the plum has not been plucked yet. If 
Gov. Smith wants to keep it on the tree, that is 
Police Board and 
Election Board members are his appointees. He 
can exercise his influence over them even after 
he has placed them in office. The question for 
him is whether he wants to use that influence 
to build up highly. questionable vote-gathering 
alliances or whether he wants to use it in the 
cause of public decency. 
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As It Used to Be 


That new “sunburn meter” to warn bathers 
when to get into the shade is simply another 
case of the machine replacing what used to be 
known prosaically as common sense. We say used 
to be, because just recently an electronic brain 
was developed to a point where it could replace 
junior executives. 

There is a growing suspicion that some junior 
executives could be replaced more easily and 
less expensively, say by a janitor. As for a sun- 
burn meter, the sun itself has generally been 
regarded as the genuine article, in spite of those 
who never have enough sense to get out of it. 

This mechanical age would be better off if it 
would concentrate less on putting brains into 
machines and more on putting them in people. 
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A Moral Chinese Policy? 


United States foreign policy has foundered in 
the past when national interest was sacrificed to 
misguided morality. We are being asked to do 
it again in China. 

This nation has never been able to make up its 
mind to steer a straight course between the 
Seylla of pure morality on one side and the 
Charybdis of cold-blooded realpolitik on the 
other. Neither extreme is possible in modern in- 
ternational relations, but the United States keeps 
tacking between them, producing such monstros- 
ities as the Morgenthau plan for Germany and 
non-intervention in the Spanish Civil War in the 
process. 

The Scylla of morality is looming large just 
off the starboard bow again. Twenty-one Sena- 
tors have announced their opposition to any 
form of recognition for Communist China, and 
have urged Presidert Truman to back a “free, 
independent and non-Communist China.” 

The Senators have laudable motives, but they 
have let their morals blind them to the realities 
of the situation. Unless the United States is 
willing to undertake a full-fledged shooting war, 
we will not be able to restore a non-Communist 
regime in the foreseeable future. 

Whether the Chinese Communists turn out to 
be Moscow puppets or Tito-style nationalists, 
they will be in power for a long time to come, no 
matter how much we may deplore the fact. We 
can harass them with well-conceived economic 
sanctions, we can try to wean them from Mos- 
cow with judicious offers of assistance, but we 
cannot overthrow them by pouring aid into 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa fortress. 

The sensible course, the procedure dictated by 
the realities of the situation, is to recognize the 
fact that the Communists are in control, and 
continue some form of diplomatic relations with 
China. A diplomatic mission can keep Washing- 
ton and the American people informed of the 
progress of events and work to hasten the day 
when a democratic regime can take office. 
Nothing can be accomplished by assuming a 
shocked air of righteous indignation and refusing 
to have any contact at all with the Communists. 
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A Planned Occasion 


As sponsors of a thoroughly planned event, 
the promoters of the first annual Kids Fishing 
Derby probably should have tickled their aging 
memories about the unplanned ways of boys with 
bait. They stocked the park lakes with fish, 
supplied poles, lines and hooks, and about all 
the youngsters had to do was dig their own 
worms. This was the one concession to ingenu- 
ity, and ingenuity—as old Izaak Walton knew 
and any elder should remember, is the soul of 
angling, and also children. 

It doesn’t matter much whether poles are fur- 
nished; any green sapling would do. The lines 
might be taut cord, but they could be limp relics 
of a grocery bundle. The hooks might be at-

tached to bright flies, or barbed and simple, but 
bent pins caught cats for Huck Finn. Not even 
fish are absolutely necessary, for the pleasure of 
sitting barefoot on a mud bank and watching 
the sun on the water is deep and constant. 

But children can surmount even a well-planned 
occasion, and we know they had a good time. If 
their fish were small, no matter, for any fish 
can grow and grow between its capture and the 
telling of it. . 
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The Legislature That Didn’t 


Missouri’s Legislature, having done little or 
nothing for nearly six months, proposes to wind 
up its session in a blaze of ingloriousness. It 
intends to pass the majof appropriations bills 
Jn less time than it takes to consider them prop- 
erly, and recess late this week for three months. 

Some of this sorry record has been due to 
lack of leadership from Gov. Smith. Some has 
been due to absenteeism among members of the 
Legislature, a weakness that blocked housing 
bills in a preceding Legislature and has reached 
almost grotesque proportions at this session. 

If there is a non-partisan research organization 
in search of a worthwhile job to do for the peo- 
ple of Missouri, it could perform such a service 
by keeping tab on the attendance of legislators 
and making the record public, for the voters’ 
approval or disapproval at the ballot box. 

Because of the Legislature’s failure simply to 
function, measures of first-rate importance stand 
to go unacted upon. Missouri needs a practical 


small loans law outlawing usury, and legislation . 


to admit Negroes to the State University and 
State Teachers’ colleges. The great bi-state area 
around St. Louis and East St. Louis needs the 
proposed bi-state agency legislation for develop- 
ment of this metropolitan area. 

St. Louis needs unit control in the public 
schools, to make management really manage, 
and needs a modified merit system for non- 
teaching employes, to keep them free of politics. 
This city also needs its authority for the earnings 
tax extended, to keep on bringing some $7,- 
000,000 a year into a treasury shy of funds. 

For a state with a new Constitution, the legis- 
lative record is an embarrassment to Missouri in 
the community of states. The public-spirited 
and able men who are members of Senate and 
House—and there are such men at Jefferson 
City—ought to be seriously concerned about this 
situation, which amounts to no less than a 
breakdown in representative government. 
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Reward: $10,000 


A reward of $10,000 has been posted with the 
Kansas City Star by a group of citizens. It is 
for information leading to the conviction of per- 
sons who blew the Kansas City Election Board 
safe, May 27, 1947, and made off with impound- 
ed ballots and other evidence in the 1946 pri- 
mary fraud. 

This ought to bring blushes to many faces, 
including those of FBI Chief Hoover and Attor- 
ney General Tom Clark. As our readers know, 
the Post-Dispatch has asked repeatedly over the 
last two years whether this is the perfect crime? 
Has the FBI met its match in these ballot thieves? 
Or has it been slowed down in its efforts? Or 
has it produced facts which have not been acted 
on higher up? 

These are questions that will have to be an- 
swered sooner or later. How much longer is 
it going to take? Does J. Edgar Hoover think 
that it is helping the reputation of the FBI to 
have a group of citizens post a $10,000 reward, 
just as used to be done in the old train robber 
days before vaunted crime detecting agencies 
came into being? 
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Mr. Barkley Makes a Promise 


It was a big promise Vice President Barkley 
made at the Missouri Democratic victory dinner. 
He said that before the Eighty-first Congress 
adjourns the Administration will have accom- 
plished “a great part” of its program, “includ- 
ing civil rights.” 

Well, that comes under the heading of ora- 
tory, but it will take more than oratory to make 
the Vice President’s big promise come true. It 
is going to take more capacity on President Tru- 
man’s part for congressional give-and-take than 
he has demonstrated yet. In the past he has 
actually stood in the way of members of Con- 
gress who were essentially on his side, prevent- 
ing them from making constructive compromises 
when to get everything he wanted was impos- 
sible. This has been true in the case of labor 
legislation. 

Another thing that is going to be required if 
the Administration puts over any considerable 
part of its program is better team work by the 
President with his leaders in Congress. In the 
past they haven’t always known what he wes do- 
ing, and sometimes he has scuttled them without 
warning, as in the case of the civil rights fili- 
buster. i 

These are only some*6f the things it will take 
to make good on Mg,'Barkley’s big promise, but 
they are an irreducible minimum. Until there 
is evidence that these essentials of an Admin- 
istration success are being met, many people will 
prefer to accept the Vice President’s big prom- 
ise with a dignified, “Oh, yes?” |

James V. Hunt, former lieutenant colonel and 
War Assets Administration official who now 
styles himself a “management counselor,” has 
at last come out with a denial that he ever tried 
to sell influence in getting Government contracts 
for anyone. He categorically denies the story of 
Paul Grindle, Massachusetts business man, that 
he sought a percentage for “aiding and assisting” 
Grindle in seeking business. 

Hunt and Grindle should be star witnesses 
before the Senate subcommittee that has an-

general. Both men will have a chance te tell 
their stories under oath. Grindle-has laid his 
story before the public through the newspapers.

Hunt doubtless knows that the subcommittee 
chairman, Senator Hoey, said: “Fees which are 
wholly unrelated to reimbursement for work 
performed, logically.must be based on a tacit 
understanding that some worthwhile conniving 
will take place.” And Hunt, Grindle, the inves- 
tigators and everyone else concerned should re- 
member what Secretary of Defense Johnson pro- 
claimed last May: “There is no need for anyone 
to intervene between small business and the gov- 
ernment to procure government contracts.”

Great economic and political significance is attached to move of 
population westward, Oregon writer says; in decade number of 
of residents in three states has almost doubled; West Coast soon will 
gain in Congress, and already asserts industrial independence. 


Richard L. Neuberger in the Survey 


In 1928 Benton county, in the State of 
Washington, was a gaunt expanse of sage- 
brush and rocky coulees. Its few settle- 
ments clung to the encircling Columbia 
river like range cattle around a water hole. 
Only 5084 persons voted that November in 
Benton county, and 52 per cent of their bal- 
lots were marked Hoover. 


Twenty years later Benton county had 
been transformed. It was now the only 
place on the planet where a fabulous sub- 
stance known as plutonium-239 was under 
production. The turnout on election day 
1948 was 14,310 and 60 per cent voted for 
Harry Truman. 

Benton county is a true symbol, repre- 
senting the most prodigious migration and 
transformation in American history. The 
bulk of this has been concentrated in the 
nine years since the start of the present 
decade. More newcomers have entered the 
Pacific Northwest during those years than 
in the entire first century after Meriwether 
Lewis and William Clark paddled down the 
Columbia. 

Since 1940 the population of the nation as 
a whole has increased 10.6 per cent; but the 
State of Washington, 41.6 per cent; Cali- 
fornia 44.3; Oregon a colossal 49.3 per cent. 


A Citadel of War Industry 


When Nazi blows were cracking the 
French forts at Sedan, 9,732,000 people liv- 
ing along our Pacific Coast learned that 
their region had to betome a citadel of 
shipbuilding, aluminum and aircraft. Today 
14,144,000 dwell in these three states, many 
originally brought westward to help make 
America “the arsenal of democracy.” 


Politically, the meaning is profound. 


California has 23 Congressmen at present 
but probably will have 30 after the census 
of 1950. Oregon will advance from four 
Congressmen to six, Washington from six 
to possibly eight. Which states will give up 
seats to supply these gains to the far West? 

New York will drop from 45 members in 
the House of Representatives to 42, Penn- 
sylvania from 33 to 31, Illinois from 26 to 
25, Kentucky from nine to eight. Missouri, 
New Jersey and Oklahoma are also due to 
be affected adversely by the next appor- 
tionment. 

Political might is shifting toward the set- 
ting sun. After the census in 1950, the 
three states washed by Pacific surf will 
cast a total of 50 electoral votes. 


Will this challenge lead to economics and 
industry? 

Already California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton are a greater market, in terms of peo- 
ple, than all of Canada. Indeed, California 
alone is altering the commerce of its neigh- 
bors. Once these states, to sell their prod- 
ucts, had to sustain the costly train haul 
<lear across the continent. Now the bulk of 
Columbia Basin lumber, cheese, apples and 
flour is shipped to California’s 10,000,000 
buyers. 


Not a Colonial Dependency 


The West now is following the South in 
attacking a structure of freight rates which 
it feels has kept it a colonial dependency 
of the East. Today, Attorney General Smith 
Troy of the State of Washington is assail- 
ing this rate structure. He believes the 
West should process its own raw materials. 


In popular fancy the West is invariably a 
frontier. People think of it as a land of 
lonely farms and isolated ranches. But 
most of the West’s new residents live in 
cities or their sprawling suburbs. California 
is one of the great urbanized realms of the 
nation, a state of cities. 

California now has 83 communities of 10,- 
000 population and over. Only New York 
and possibly Pennsylvania have more of 
their people on pavement. 

Once the Coast expected to lose its horde 
of newcomers. This was shortly after V-J 
day. A flurry of departures coincided with 


the diminution of activity in the shipyards 


and airplane factories.

moved out, a former soldier or sailor moved 
in. Then the migrants who had left the 
Coast immediately atthe end of the war 
started coming back. Women confessed to 
Employment Service interviewers that the 
Dakotas and the Great Lakes states had 
not seemed so congenial after California 
sunshine and Oregon scenery. 

Who are these newcomers in the West, 
and how will they behave in their new 
homes? 

Mainly, they are young; 83 per cent are 
under 44 years of age, 41 per cent under 35. 
Many are ex-G.I.s who trained in the West 
during the war and decided that Oregon’s 
mountains and California’s climate were 
more appealing than the temperature ex- 
tremes of the flat prairie. At least half the 
migrants came from the Middle West. 


As Social Tensions Increase 


I recall a meeting at Vancouver, Wash., 
where Jonathan Daniels, editor of the Ral- 
eizgh News and Observer in distant North 
Carolina, was the speaker. He dwelt on the 
desperate economic and social dilemmas of 
the South, 

“You folks,” he warned, “had better take 
more than. an academic interest in this. 
The South’s problems are soon to be your 
problems. I have heard Southern accents 
repeatedly in service stations and restaur- 
ants. The tensions of the South are among 
you now.” 

Fortunately, solutions are coming more 
readily than in the South. After desperate 
political battles, the recent legislative ses- 
sions of both Washington and Oregon en- 
acted state Fair Employment Practice laws. 
But this reaches jobs only and not social 
conditions. At Kennewick in frontier Ben- 
ton county, colored workers on the Han- 
ford atomic energy project have been 
crowded into virtual ghettos. 

In general, the impact of the newcomers 
on the Pacific slope has been to tilt the 
region’s political watershed toward the 
Democratic party. This has special na- 
tional significance, on account of the bonus 
of at least 11 additional electoral votes and 
congressional seats which the Coast is soon 
to receive. 


Newcomers, Politics and CVA 


A group opposing the Columbia Valley 
Authority inquired at the Portland court- 
house this spring to find out the ratio of 
political registrations between the two par- 
ties from Feb. 1 until the end of April, the 
period of White House promotion of CVA. 
This seemed a reasonably safe quest. But 
it turned out there were 249 new Republi- 
cans as contrasted with 631 new Democrats. 
The adversaries of CVA were nonplused. 


“Business adversity and widespread un- 
employment in the West,” said Dr. Peter H. 
Odegard, chairman of the political science 
department at the University of California, 
“could shove the 4,000,000 new arrivals in 
the region a long way further left than the 
New Deal or the Fair Deal.” 

This prophecy gets few arguments. The 
Coast has not forgotten Ham and Eggs, the 
Oregon bill closing religious schools, or 
other regional manifestations of discontent 
and social tension.

Escaped From Russia 


THIRTEEN WHO FLED, edited by Louis Fischer assisted 
by Boris Yakalev; translated by Gloria and Victor 
Fischer. (Harper and Brothers, 244 gqs., $3.) 
Among the Soviet prisoners of war and 

slave laborers taken by the Nazi armies 

before the latter’s collapse, a considerable 
number have never returned to their home- 
land. This group has been augmented by 
deserters from the Soviet armed forces who 
took advantage of a necessarily relaxed 
surveillance to lose themselves among the 
masses of displaced persons in the occupied 
European countries. 


The above listed book contains the testa- 
ments of 13 such persons. In each case the 
narrator tells something of his history in 
the Soviet Union and gives his reason for 
taking the desperate step of cutting loose 
from the only life he had known. Mr. 
Fischer, who conceived the idea of the 
book and supervised its organization, be- 
lieves that it carries enough internal evi- 
dence of its authenticity to convince any 
fair-minded reader that the several nar- 
rators are telling the truth. As a corres- 
pondent who lived in Russia 14 years he 
was in a better position than most to check 
possible distortions or flagrant lies. More- 
over his reputation 
as a journalist pro- 
vides a convincing 
guarantee of his good 
faith. 

Even so a story 
that cannot be veri- 
fied must be accept- 
ed with reservations. 
The deponent’s nat- 
ural wish «to justify 
his actions may have 
led him into uncon- 
scious exaggerations; 
or his memory may 
have suffered. What 
cannot be discounted, 
however, is the fact 
that these men and women did voluntarily 
renounce their birthrights and commit 
themselves to an uncertain future. So it is 
reasonable to assume that they, and the 
thousands like them, felt a profound hope- 
lessness about their lives in the Soviet 
Union. 

In a significant number of cases the au- 
thors represented were motivated by the 
belief that they would be under suspicion 
the rest of their lives because they had al- 
lowed themselves to be captured by the 
Germans. Any exposure to foreign influ- 
ence, even while being brutally mistreated, 
as were most of the Russian prisoners and 
slave-laborers, was officially regarded as 
subversive infection. Knowledge of how 
other reclaimed prisoners had been treated 
—some were exiled to labor camps, others 
disappeared—had carried its grim lesson. 

In other cases the escapees had become 
embittered by unexplained arrests of citi- 
zens, who up to that time had been fervid 
devotees vf Communism and obedient serv- 
ants of tne state. In one instance a wom- 
an who was pressing a police official for 
an explanation of her husband’s detention 
was told: “Why are you bothering? Maybe 
he did nothing. Maybe it was just a 
prophylactic action.” 

All of the stories are convincing in de- 
tail and most of them are impregnated with 
a compelling human interest. None of the 
authors—unlike Kravchenko and a few 
others—had the promise of any sort of se- 
curity in their new lives. So whatever ex- 
ceptions may be taken to their stories it is 
inescapable that they were disillusioned and 


desperate.

MINEOLA, N. Y., June 27 (UP) : 
Two radar improvements that | 
helped make the Berlin airlift so | 
successful will soon be available 
for domestic airlines in this coun- 
try, it was disclosed today. 

One is a video map that is | 
superimposed on a radar screen, 
showing the topography in any 
particular air route. 


The other is the so-called mov- 
ing ‘target indicator, a develop- 
ment that removes all stationary 
targets from the radar. screen, 
leaving only the moving targets, 
such as airplanes. 

The improvements were designed 
by scientists of the Airborne In- 
struments Laboratory Inc. here. 
Both developments were helpful 
in speeding up air traffic and pro- 
viding more safety in the airlift 
operations. 

The equipment has been accept- 
ed by the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration and has been installed 
at the National Airport at Wash- 
ington. Plans are underway to 
make installations at the Chicago 
airport. 

The new radar equipment will 
pick up airplanes, flying at 5000 
feet or more, for 100 miles. At 
the same time, the planes’ position 
will be known exactly as they will 
appear on the video map, super- 
imposed on the radar screen. Sta-

Night Running Races in 
Illinois Up to Governor 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 27 (UP) — The Illinois Senate today 
approved House bills permitting night horse racing and operation of 
harness racing tracks throughout the summer. 


(The Associated Press reports 
one bill allows running races from 
7 p.m. to midnight, whereas the 
present deadline is 7 p.m.) 


Both measures now will go to 
Gov. Stevenson for approval. 


The night horse racing bill per- 
mits racing between the hours of 
7 p.m. and midnight. 
horse races must 
7 p.m, 

The harness racing bill permits 
pari-mutuel tracks to operate be- 
tween mid-July and the end of 
August. At present they must 
quit operation during these 
months. The present law was set 
up because county fairs felt that 
if pari-mutuel tracks operated 
during that time it would be im- 
possible to fill racing cards at 


county fairs. 


Sponsors said however that the 
result had been that when the 


parimutuel tracks stopped operat-

end before | 


ing the best harness horses were 
shipped to tracks in other states. 
They said an agreement had been 
reached under which the pari- 
mutuel tracks had agreed to ship 
horses to any county fair which 
couldn’t fill its racing cards, if 
they were given 24-hour notice. 

The harness racing bill in- 
creases the state privilege tax on 
harness bets to 14 per cent from 
the present 11 per cent tax. At 
present the track keeps 9 per cent 
of the money, and the state gets 
2 per cent. Under the 14 per cent 
tax, the state would get 5 per cent 
and the tracks would continue to 
get 9 per cent.

WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
Former President Hoover pro- 
poses that Congress limit Federal 
aid for education to “the real 
backward states” and lop off 
“pork barrel” help for states that 
don't need it. 

He cautioned Congress to avoid 
a Government “dictatorship” over 
education. 

Furthermore, Hoover said, there 
should be requirements for: 

(a) Specific standards of edu- 
cation, 

(b) “Nondiscrimination” as to 
race or religion, and 

(c) Putting education ahead 
of things like highway improve- 
ments. 

While he was at it, Hoover at- 
tacked the methods in general of 
Federal “grants-in-aid,” which cov- 
ers projects like hospitals, roads 
and social] security. 

Gives Views in Letter. 

The former President gave his 
views in a letter made public by 
Representative McConnell (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania. McConnell, a mem- 
ber of the House Education and 
Labor Committee, had asked 
Hoover for his ideas on a $300,000,- 
000 a year aid to education Dill 


The Senate bill provides for 
grants to all states under a for- 
mula varying aid from $5 to $29 
a pupil based on economic cal- 
culations. 

Hoover said the basis for any 
such law instead should be estab- 
lishment of education standards to 
be attained. 

A subcommittee has approved a 
bill that carries about the same 
amount but differs in detail from 
the Senate measure. 

Hoover summed up his thoughts 
this way: 

“What we need in the national 
interest is to bring the backward 
states up to the national level of 
educational care for children and 
preserve the nation from the evils 
inherent in the ‘grants-in-aid’ sys- 
tem.”

He said some of the effects of 
his recommendations would be to 
cut the cost from $300,000,000 to 
around $150,000,000, reduce ex- 
penses of Federal and state Gov- 
ernment by preventing unneces- 
sary bureaucratic expansion, and 
“keep the camel’s head out of 
probably 80 per cent of the na- 
tion’s educational tents.” 

Conflict in Bill. 

The bill, Hoover said, has “dras- 
tic provisions” against federal 
bureaucratic control but makes 
requirements of the states which 
“would almost immediately bring 
about the beginnings” of such 
control. 

Hoover conceded that the pend- 
ing bill tries by a complicated 
formula to direct the major share 
of aid to backward states. 

“But ft also has the pork-barrel 
appendage,” he said, “of $5 for 
every child in the economically 
strong states as welil. It thus 
tends to spread bureaucratic con- 
trols over the school system of the 
whole nation.” 

Apparently 19 states are in the 
backward category in the bill, he 
said, although seven of them 
should be able to care for their 
own children. He did not list 
them. 

Aid for education, Hoover said, 
is part of the broader question of 
governments grants-in-aid. 

These, he said, have gone up 
from $100,000,000 to $1,200,000,000 
in 20 years—and the method con- 
tains “grave dangers.” 

In all cases, he said, grants go 
to strong as well as weak states 
through a pork-barrel arrange- 
ment. He said they require the 
erection or expansion of both fed- 
eral and state bureaucracies. They 
lead, he said, to organization of 
pressure groups to try to get more 
grants. 

Often, he said, states go in for 
wasteful spending. 

“The inevitable effect of grants- 
in-aid,” Hoover said, “is to place 
a federal bureaucracy into dicta- 
torship over the state or local 
administration of these serviccs.” 
He added: 

“Finally, we may as well face 
the fact that the grants-in-aid 
system has become a prime in- 
strument in centralizing the Gov- 
ernment of the people in Wash- 
ington.”

MRS. ROOSEVELT ADDRESSING SETTLERS AT THE TYGART HOME- 
STEAD PROJECT NEAR ELKINS, W. VA.

WASHINGTON, June 27. 
RESIDENT FRANKLIN D. 
ROOSEVELT wanted a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, mod- 

eled after the TVA, to improve 
the life of the people, Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt writes today in Mc- 
Call’s magazine. 

In the second installment of her 
memoirs, “This I Remember,” the 
wife of the late President de- 
scribes the strenuous and expen- 
sive life at the White House and 
her trips about the country in the 
early days of the New Deal. 

For those too young to remem- 
ber the deplorable conditions of 
the early 1930s or who have for- 
gotten the plights of the millions 
of unemployed, Mrs. Roosevelt 
paints a detailed and realistic pic- 
ture that will be valuable to future 
historians and social workers. 

Of all the measures taken to 
raise American standards of liv- 
ing, Mrs. Roosevelt thinks that 
“perhaps the most far-reaching 
project was the beginning of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority.” 

Recalling that this was the 
greatest dream of the late Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
she writes: 

, “No one who witnessed the de- 
velopment of the Authority will 
ever forget the fight he put up 
for something that many people 
ridiculed. The development had 
been begun during World War I, 
but at the end of the war most of 
the work was stopped. Nothing 
further was done until my hus- 
band, who well understood Sen- 
ator Norris’s vision, supplied an 
impetus at a time when it could 
accomplish the maximum results 
for the country. 

“In time the whole picture de- 
veloped before my eyes—the ex- 
periments in creating better soil, 
the social experiments, the hous- 
ing and education. 

“In the campaign of 1932 my 
husband and I had gone through 
some of this TVA area, and he 
had been deeply impressed by the 
crowds at the stations. They were 
so poor—their houses were un- 
painted, their cars were dilapi- 
dated—and many grownups as 
well as children were without 
shoes or adequate garments. 
Scarcely eight years later I went 
through the same area, and a 
more prosperous area would have 
been hard to find. I have always 
wished that those who oppose au- 
thorities to create similar benefits 
in the valleys of other great riv- 
ers could have seen the contrast 
as I saw it. I realize that such 
changes must come gradually, but 
I hate to see nothing done. 

“IT wish, as my husband always 
wished, that year by year we 
might be making a start on the 
Missouri river and the headwaters 
of the Mississippi. Such experi- 
ments would be a great bulwark 
against attacks on our democracy, 
for they improve the life of the 
people.” 

Another relief project close to 
F.D.R.’s heart, his widow says, 
was the establishment of the Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps in April 
1933, a month after he was inau- 
gurated. These camps where the 
young unemployed worked on 
roads and forests, she adds, “held 
an abiding interest for Franklin. 
It was one of the things he felt 
might well have become perma- 
nent.” 

As he traveled about the coun- 
try, she also saw many things 
built by the Public Works Admin- 


istration under Interior Secretary 
Ickes and the Civilian Works Ad+ 
ministration wunder Harry Hop- 
kins. 

“The achievements of these 
agencies began to dot city and 
rural areas alike: soil conserva- 
tion and forestry work went for- 
ward, recreation areas were built, 
and innumerable bridges, schools 
and hospitals were erected. Each 
of them is a lasting monument to 
the good work done under these 
agencies. It is true they cost the 
people of the country vast sums 
of money, but they did a collec- 
tive good and left tangible results 
which are still visible today.

Roosevelt discloses that 
F.D.R.’s mother, the matriarchal 
Sarah Delano Roosevelt, was 
greatly disturbed by reports in 
1933 that her son was about to 
recognize Soviet Russia.

“this would be a disastrous move 
and widely misunderstood by a 
majority of their old friends.” 
F.D.R., however, was not dis- 
turbed. 

“My husband told me this 
with amusement,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
writes, “adding that he thought 
his mother was entirely correct 
and that probably many of his old 
friends were going to have to put 
up with a number of shocks in 
the years to come. This was a

truth that proved itself many 
times over during his presidency.” 

Much of the current install- 
ment relates to the trouble and 
expense of running the White 
House and Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
travels about the country so she 
could report to the President as 
she actually saw conditions. 

An energetic, informal person, 
she first felt restricted by White 
House protocol. She shocked the 
late Ike Hoover, White House 
head usher, who, she says, “never 
was quite convinced that my in- 
dependent behavior was compat- 
ible with the dignity of the Presi- 
dent’s wife.” 

Observing that “every Presi- 
dent, I am sure, leaves the White 
House far poorer financially than 
when he went in,” she recom- 
mends that the Federal Govern- 
ment pay for the food of White

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There is no reason why any woman should tolerate mis- 
treatment at her husband’s hands. As you know if you are

been inclined to be a “mama baby” and have run home 
to your mother from the beginning, every time that you 
and your husband have had any differences. This may have 
aggravated the “drinking to drown his worries,” in which 
the weak man often indulges, and has finally led to the 
present situation.

How Roy Campanella Suddenly Appeared in Brooklyn Uniform — Had Starred

OU ask who discovered Roy 
Y Campanella, the crack Negro 

catcher of the Dodgers and 
the answers are not very satis- 
factory. 


“It was this way,” says Clyde 
Sukeforth, an old catcher himself 
and a man high in the councils 
of Branch Rickey’s intelligence de- 
partment in Brooklyn. - “Rightly 
speaking, nobody discovered Cam- 
panella. We looked at him and 
there he was.” 


This was late in the season of 
1944. Rickey already had made 
up his mind to break the unwrit- 
ten but none the less effective 
color line thag had existed in base- 
ball. He had his scouts all over 
the country pay close attention to 
the operations of the Negro 
leagues. 

Negro clubs played Sunday dou- 
bleheaders at Ebbets Field while 
the Dodgers were on the road. At 
the end of the season, there were 
several games played between Ne- 
gro teams and an All-Star ag- 
gregation managed by Chuck Dres- 
sen. 

“Sure I saw him and recom- 
mended him,” says Sukeforth, “but 
so did half a dozen other scouts. 
They all liked him. There never 
was any question about his ability.” 


When Rickey was ready, he ex- 
ploded his bombshell. He an- 
Jackie 
Robinson by the Brooklyn organ- 
ization. Other considerations be- 
yond Robinson’s real ability led 
to Robinson’s selection as the 
spearhead of the movement. As 
a college football star and track 
man, he had a national reputa- 
tion. He had been an honor stu- 
dent at U.C.L.A. and a eommis- 
sioned Army officer during the 
war. 

Rickey figured that if any Negro 
ball player had the ability and the 
background to beat Jim Crow, 
Jackie Roosevelt Robinson was 
the man.

CTUALLY, Campanella was 
A siznes by the Dodgers a short 
tinfe after Robinson but with 
no great amount of fanfare, And 
Campanella started out in organ- 
ized baseball with Nashua of the 
New England League the same 
spring that Robinson was making 
his debut at Montreal. 

Roy was then 25 years old and 
a veteran of almost a decade of 
Negro baseball, a powerful athlete 
with a great amount of baseball 
knowledge. 

He was born and reared in Phil- 
adelphia. His education carried 
him to his third year in high 
school, where he also starred at 
football, basketball and track. As 
a ball player he gravitated to 
catching almost subconsciously. 
His boyhood home is not far from 
Shibe Park and Mickey Cochrane 
was his idol. 

He was only 15 when the semi- 
pro Bacharach Giants made him 
an offer—$50 for a weekend. That 
was money. Roy has been a pro- 
fessional ever since. 

This solidly built, stocky fellow 
will be only 28 years old next Nov. 
19, yet he probably has caught 
More games than any other ath- 
lete in the major leagues today. 

He starved for years with the 
Baltimore Elite Giants of the Na- 
tional Negro League. And when 
that team finished its long sched- 
ule, he would go south for the 
Year after year he spent 
the cold months catching in Cuba, 
in Mexico, in Puerto Rico, in 
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Venezuela. 

Not even Campy knows how 
many times he donned the short 
blue chest protector he wears be- 
hind the plate. He caught sum- 
mer and winter, literally hundreds 
of games a year. Once, on a holi- 
day, he caught four games in one 
day. His team played a double- 
header in the afternoon and an- 
other one under the lights. 

His stamina has been marked 
in organized baseball as well, In 
1947, when he played for Montreal, 
he astounded his manager, Clay 
Hopper, by catching every inning, 
including numerous double-head- 
ers, for 26 straight days. 

He has been a manager too. 
One winter, he managed a club 
in Venezuela and one of his play- 
ers was Don Newcombe, the big 
Negro right-hander who is re- 
united with him on the Dodgers 
today. Campanella got $1000 a 
month and 20 per cent of the 
gate for that assignment. 

He was a well-paid athlete ac- 
cording to the standards of Negro 
baseball and it was certainly 
money he could use. He married 
early and has four children, two 
boys and two girls. Luckily for 
him, the Dodger organization 
signed him before bonus regula-

tions were clamped down. How 
much he received is a secret but 
it must have been a sizable figure 
to get him to work at Nashua, in 
a Class B league with an unimpos- 
ing salary limit. 

Rickey’s brain trusters con- 
ceded that Roy’s ability was far 
above the standard of Class B 
baseball bit, at that time, there 
were few minor leagues in the 
land in which Negroes could be 
placed. Campanella had a good 
year, hit .290 in 113 games and his 
graduation to Montreal for 1947 
followed as a matter of course.

HERE he was a work-horse 
T catcner, handling the service 

of Montreal pitching through 
135 games and hitting .273. The 
Royals won the pennant easily. 
Frank Shaughnessy, president of 
the International League, called 
Campanella the outstanding catch- 
er in. the minors, Paul Richards, 
who had been a smart catcher 
himself, managed Buffalo. and 
went even further. 

“Campanella,” said Richards, “is 
the best receiver in baseball.”

And that night Horace 
Stoneham, president of the Giants, 
decided that the situation called 
for a new manager. 
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HE oddest part of the story is 
T inate Stoneham had the semi- 

retired Shotton in mind when 
he first got in touch with Rickey. 
He found Rickey unwilling to re- 
lease Shatton and discovered, to 
his surprise, that Durocher was 
available. And so Durocher went 
to Harlem and Shotton returned 
to Flatbush. 

Campanella caught 83 games for 
the Dodgers, hit .258 with nine 
home runs.

All in all, there seems to be a 
pretty fair future for this level- 
headed young veteran, his wife, 
Ruthe, and the four little Cam- 
panellas. Roy doesn’t have to 
catch winter baseball now al- 
though last off-season he found a 
pretty fair substitute for that form 
of exercise. With Robinson he 
served on the staff of the boys’ 
department at the Harlem Y.M. 
C.A. It.is work that interests him 
exceedingly and he may turn to it 
when his playing career is over. 
But that day seems far distant. 

When Roy is home, there is no 
staying abed late, a practice popu- 
lar with ball players, His youngest 
son is still in the cradle stage. 

“He’s up every morning at 6 a.m, 
hitting that bottle,” his father 
says proudly.
